Deaih of a Promising Electrician.

Hundreds of brick, and 
stone, and reinforced concrete buildings 
have already been finished and are occu¬ 
pied by business firms who are doing 
more business than they ever did before 
the fire. These buildings are being com¬ 
pleted with a rapidity that is astonishing 
even to the San Franciscan who is accust¬ 
omed to having things done in a hurry. 

It is said ot Sail Francisco that a citv 
of shacks is going up. It should be re¬ 
membered that two cities are being built 
at the same time; one a citv to live and 
do business in while the other, perma¬ 
nent, is in the building. All over the 
city these shacks are to lie found, but it 
is evident that they will remain but a 
short time, tor the permanent structures 
are encroaching upon them dav by day, 
and as the good buildings go up the poor 
ones come down. Since the latter part 
ot May, when the Board of Works re¬ 
newed the issuance ot building permits, 
there have been permits to the value of 
S’, 2,000,000J issued, and in recon¬ 
struction work nearlv Sbo,ooo,ooo have 
been spent. This means that something 
is doing in the Citv T hat Is. 

(ft the 7 7 miles ot streets that were 
rendered impassable 40 miles have been 
cleared, and the remaining i" are streets 
in those parts ot the citv which are little 
used tor traffic. Seventy-five per cent ot 
the street car lines are in active operation 
and the rest are being rehabilitated as rap¬ 
idly as men can dr it. While traffic of 
the streets has been resumed nearly all 
over the city, even the sidewalks in the 
down tow n district have been replaced 
on a majority of the streets. 

The garish decoration ot strange res¬ 
taurants may not be so prominent a fea¬ 
ture in those haunts where strangers were 
taken around Chinatown, and on the 
tringe ot the Barbarv Coast, or up on 
Telegraph Hill, but tnanv of the old res¬ 
taurants are back on the former location, 
with just as good meals and serving the 
same strange dishes. The “atmosphere” 
ot which artists and Bohemians rave will 
be back long before the citv is entirely 
rebuilt, tor climate, location and people 
have remained, and it is a combination 
ot these that make the genuine San Fran¬ 
cisco “atmosphere. ’ ’
